One hundred and fifty pieces of ordnance
mostly of a heavy calibre, also fell into
our hands, as trophies of the glorious vic-
tory.

The commissary supplies found will be
distributed among the poor of the city.

titute condition. The gas and water-
works were found to be in good working
order, and are to be kept in operation.

The Navy, under Commander Balch,
of the Pawnee, are busily engaged in re-
maving the obstructions in thé Savannah
river, below Fort Jackson, and in a few
days communication with the city will
be easy and unembarassed. Already one
of the monitors has passed the obstruc-
tions and now lies a short distance below
the city. We hope soon to learn that
Savannah has been declared a “free port,”
and open to the gommerce of the world.
